City to city driving is becoming 
easier, faster and safer as more 
new super roads are opened to traf­ 
fic. All too often, however, the 
broad, modem highways degenerate 
into antiquated city streets th at 
are loaded with hazards for drivers 
from out of town. 
Too often there are no signs to 
tell the stranger where tunis are 
prohibited. 
Signs

against confusing backgrounds, or 
obscured b: parked vehicles or trees 
After dark, the strange driver’s 
confusion 
and danger are com­ 
pounded. National Safety Council 
studies show that, in proportion to 
the amount of driving, three times 
as many people are killed during the 
hours of darkness as in daylglht. 
Replaee Outmoded Sim s 
Fortunately, traffic authorities are 
aware of the problem and are find­ 
ing ways to alleviate it. One of the 
simplest yet most effective is to 
replace outmoded traffic signs and 
markers with large, modem signs. 
Many of the signs are made of re­ 
flective m aterial that make them 
legible both day and night. 
In Pennsylvania, for example, the 
highway departm ent has announced 
that new and bigger signs will be 
used on state routes through cities. 
The arrow signs are made of re­ 
flective sheeting that is highly visi­ 
ble even after dark. Many other 
states and cities are similarly mod­ 
ernizing their traffic signs. 
One expert, A. E. Johnston, execu­ 
tive secretary of the American As­ 
sociation of 8tate Highway Officials, 
recently warned the National High­ 
way Users Conference that if local 
authorities do not bring their signs 
up to uniform national standards 
the public will demand that the 
federal government do the Job. 
Evidence that improved signs and 
markings pay off in preventing ac­ 
cidents is found in the replies to 
queries sent by the National Safety 
Council to the mayors of 25 cities 
th at showed substantial reductions 
in traffic deaths during the last 
year. Practically all of them listed 
improved signs and markings as 
major factors contributing to low­ 
ered death rates. 
With thousands of miles of streets 
and tens of thousands of signs to 


look after, traffic departm ents often 
may not detect damaged, defaced 
cr vandalized signs as soon as safety 
dictates. Motorists can help by call­ 
ing such defective or missing signs 
to the attention of the proper au­ 
thorities. 
There is not much th at the man 
in the driver’s seat can do about the 
ever-mounting volume of traffic in 
our cities, but by supporting the 
efforts of local officials to ade­ 
quately sign and mark our streets, 
he can help save lives and make 
driving more pleasant for all.
